' ''oU8 exeitiona wore raado by tho liberals 
to defeat tho goveriimBnt. No stoiio was 
left unturned, no libel unpublishod, no 
scandal unropoated . Tho province was 
overrun by liberal orators, and fertrent 
appeals wuro made to tho electors to de- 
sert Norquay. It must bu understood 
that while tho issues involved wore mainly 
local in their character the' libersla vero 
posing for "moral eflfect," They aimed 
to capture tho Manitoban govoruinent so 
tiiat conservative electors olaowhoro iuii<iil 
bo impressed with the belief that tho Mac 
donaid government is mcribund and 
would give up tho stragRlo. But the 
"moral oilecc" of tho contliot is nil with 
the oonaervativos. Tho; will hold Mani 
toba for another term and the outcome of 
tho federal elections in tho prairie prov 
inco ia not dillicult to forecast. Muni 
toba, the Northwest and British 
Columbia should return fourteen sup- 
porters of tho Sir John Maodonald 
government. British Columbia is surely 
good for six,. She wonld be an ingrate in- 
deed, should she fail to show her apprecia. 

' tion of all that has been done for her by 
. Sir John's present government. Party 
lines will be drawn at the uoxt election in 
this provinco; and it is bifjb time that tlio 
work of oigauizatiou had commouced by 
tho formatipu of conservative clubs 
every diHtrict. A ehaui^G of govornmont at 
Ottawa within the next tivo years would bo 
disastrous to tho I'liciflc province, espec- 
ially to our infant mauufactures which are 
only now bogiuuing to got on their ieot. 
Free trade in Canada T'ould be all very 
well if free trade prevailed in the heiglibor' 
ing republic; but a policy that allowed an- 
udiau goods to bo shut out of the world'* 
markets while it admitted foreign goods 
free to tiiidersell Caniidian producers and 
uianufacturora would bo suicidal.

arrives; Doubtless some candidates will 
endeavor— like Mr. Trapp at New West 
minster — to amuggio theinsolvos into the 
conBdonco of tho electors as "indopond- 
etMs;" but they will not succeed. The 
man who is ao mentally conalituted that 
ho is Unable to decide whothor tho con- 
aervativo or liberal policy is beat for this 
country is not the man who should be 
sent to represent ua at Ottawa. A few 
weeks ago "e plain, blunt man'' ^.^8 Mark 
Antony would term him) spoke long and 
earnestly and well at Pbilhacmonic hall, 
He^has not ."the power of speech to stir 
men's blood ;" but he told his aud- 
ience many wholosomo truths. He 
tnld t\i:mi what the Maodonald gov- 
ernment had done for this country of ours, 
and he declared plainly that it was the 
duty of tho province to stand by the 
"grand old man" when the hour of trial 
cams.

Our excellent morning contemporary 
liaa fallen intn error in attempting to ex- 
plain tho causes that led to the heated 
remarks of Cjunciilor Bit'gi( a on Wed- 
nesday night. His complaint was not 
that the rules of order had been rniscon- 
etrued by his worship or that he was not 
allowed to force the scheme down the 
throats of ' councillors. What he coin- 
jjlainod of (and justly, too,) was the ap- 
jjarcnt effort of certain councillors to kill 
the achome by a side-wind and tho roadi- 
- neas with which the majrot fell into the 
trap set for him and the sewerage com- 
niittoo. Tho plea that tho bylaw should 
bo printed or copied before being diaouaa- 
ed was flimsy at best and was advanced 
only to cause delay at a time when a de- 
lay is. exceedingly dangerous. Of course, 
our morning contemporary — who is so op- 
posed^ to Jiaxatipn, that ha does not pay his 
taies'^at all-^i^ ftib'ilanJVvfi what he re- 
gards as presaging the defeat or with- 
drawal of the bylaw in tho council. But 
he forgets that u irajority of tho council- 
lors were elected to prepare a sewerage 
■ scheino and that if they were to defeat 
the present measure .tliey would stultify 
themselves by refusing to i<irry out the 
wish of tho ratepayers as ex pressed by a 
direct vote in 18S5. In introducing the 
scheme the chairman of the committee 
said that perfection was not claimed for 
it. Criticism was ^iiiTited and any prac- 
ticable amendmeiit would be accepted 
and engrafted in tho mnaaiiro. Does that 
sound like trying to cram tho measure 
•down tho council's throat ( Every poastble 
latitude has been afforded councillors to 
consider the matter that was entrusted as 
a-duty to the committee througii no choice 
of their own. The -committee claim to 
have discharged their duly and while 
they huve not and do not complain of 
outapoken npposition i\wy do not pro- 
pose to have Uo scheme knocked on the '■ 
bend by pretoiidtxi friends without mak- 
ing their voices ht..^t^^Jn deprecation. 
Tho measure is open to "atot.-.3,„^„j; qj. 
correction; but tho aewerage scheme wn.^ 
not be killed '.yhhout 'a severe struggle on 
the part of thoao councillors who hold 
aaerod the pledges they gave tho rate- 
payers on nomination day. Th'"' council 
stand pledged -— solemnly ploogod — to 
prepare and present'to tho ratepayers a 
scheme for tho sewerage of the city. Al- 
ready Vancouver — a possible rival — ia 
irjoving in that direction; ond shall it be

Titii!- strange fascination whioh. deadly 
peri! has for many jpcopleio a'stibjecfclwhioh 
has often received solentiilo consideration, 
but as yet has not been satisfactorily ox- 
plained, "liesidos tho lunatics who jump 
frem high bridges, allow themselves to bo 
dashed through whirlpools, and would if 
they had'tho chance actually go down with 
tho terrific torrent of Niagara Fulls simply 
for tho sake of doing sometbiug that dis- 
played daro-dtivil courage, there aro many 
persons of an entirely difl'erent ehuraetor 
who delight in ignoring danger. Tlu'so 
people climb to tho sumpjits of lofty luoua- 
taiuB, fearlessly face probabilities o£ dciih 
by starvation or freezing, which should 
keep all people away from the extreme 
polar regions, and do a great many other 
nureasouable and uselesd things from pnro 
recklessness and love of advoutuie. Tho 
highlands of Switzerland seem to have a 
spocial attraction for these danger-loving 
mortals. 'Whilo attempting to reach tho 
tops of tho most lofty peaks many valuublo 
lives have been sacrificed. The Matter- 
horn, well named the merciless mountain, 
haa.beeDlhe scene of more tragedies than 
any other peak, aind besaiiae a few daring 
gentlemen have succeeded in reaching its 
highest point, which ia fouiteon thousand 
aovon hundred feet above the ocean level, 
every aoason a number of tourists attempt 
to prove their ability to gain tho sauio 
position. Being woll paid for thoir ser- 
vices, the sure-footed Swiss highbinders 
are always willing to act ns guides for 
thosQ doairing to climb this wild moun- 
tain. Many who thus go up never coniu 
dswn alive, perishing in tho sudden, un- 
expected snow storms which are liable to 
occur at any time, or by a fall from aomo 
of the lofty cliffs. Tliin year the iiiinu' of 
an English guntleinun, iMr. ljorckh:\ril t, 
ia added to tho long list of those wlio 
have mot their death while giving these 
exhibitions of unnecessary and unreason- 
oble bravery. 

A VEuv dangerous teat of the oonscion- 
tiouaness with which public analysts in 
England discharge their duty was re- 
cently made in the borough of' Bedford. 

Tho public analyst of tho town in ques- 
tion, in tha course of examining some 
beer, was alarmed by discovering that one 
of his assistants was poisoned by tasting 
some of tho samples. Fortunately the 
dose was not suflicient to provo fatal, but 
the risk incurr^td was so great that con- 
siderable indignation .was' felt at what, 
from previous experience, was at once 
discerned to be a trap laid for tho analysts. 
It has since transpired that a Mr. Taylor 
had a largo quantity of the moat deadly 
poison placed in one of the samples, with 
the object, it ia imagined, of convincing 
the analysts of gross careleaaneas or falao- 
hood, if tho beer in question had boon 
pronounced pure. Mr, Taylor has tried 
to excuse his action, but had the poison 
proved fatal his plea of protecting the 
public from incorrect reports would hard' 
ly have cleared him of the charge of man- 
slaughter, if not of murder. It appears 
that tricks of thia kind — aiialytt bailing an 
one correspondent calls them — have be- 
come common of lute, and a judicial in- 
vestigation has been ordered which will 
doubtless have the rosult of putting a stop 
to experiments so hazardous. Mr, Taylor 
tries to excuse himself by saying that the 
poison was ore woll knorn in the adulter- 
ation of boer.

Sir, — 'i'our Ottawa correspondent in- 
forms ns that tho Dopartmoat of Indian 
AtTairrt ia fully sei,;ed of all tho facts in tho 
Metlakahtla e.iso, and believes that no 
cauhio for approhenBiou exists. Uufortuu- 
att-ly, Dr. Cridgo (formerly Dean of tho 
AugMcnn, and now Bishop of tho Reformed 
lipiscopal Church), Senator Mncdonald and 
Mr, Dnucau beliovo to tho contrary. You 
■will odmit that those gentlemen, who have 
known the community of Metlakahtla in- 
timately for twenty-live yeava, aru as likely 
to xinderstaud tho actual state of tho caae 
ns the berit informed oflicials. The Indians 
of MotlaUiilitIa are a Housiblo as v.'ell asi a 
progroasivo people. Thoy therefore may 
not lei-iiat a niiiu-of-war. But thoy feel 
keenly that iiijuKtioo has boon done them 
for tho past live year.-i, and I soo by a letter 
in yesterday's Globe that they aro prepared 
lor au oxodub from Cauiula to Alaska, sim 
ilar to their exodus from Fort Siuipson to 
Metlakahtla, under Mr,. Duucau's ieader- 
Bhip, 18C2. It wo offer such a people only 
II choice between resiKlanco and expatria- 
tion, I SCO much cauKo for apprehousion. 

Yfiiir correspondent informs us also 
that t!in roaorve.i to the Taimpsheans do 
not includo tho two acres in dispute, and 
that tho provincial government holda 
these in trust for tho G. M.S. "'But those 
two acres oro in tho village. The Motla- 
kahtlana never gave thom to tho CM S ; 
they believo that they aro theirs; and 
until they are given back to thom tho 
cuniniunity will feel that it has been 
treated unjustly. Tho British Columbia 
government has asset tod its right, to those 
two acres by tho survey of them as gov- 
ernnient land. Has not tho timo come 
for 11 aking the concession suggested in 
the report of tho commiasiunor who wont 
lip to Metlakahtla in ISS-I in a maii-of • 
war, via., to ask tho Dominion to buy out 
tho interests of tho 0. M.S., with u viow 
of turning the two acres and tho im- 
provements over to tho Indians as part of 
tho reserve I ' 

OUR INDIAN POUOY 

should surely aim to make the Indians 

self- Bni)porting. Thai should bo its one 
aim. We are at present feeding tho pmir 
remnants .of the onco powerful triboa of 
the Iforthwest on government rations. 
That is, wo aro pauperi/Jng them at an 
enormous present cost and laying up a 
store of future trouble. But the Indiana 
of Metlakahtla, ever since Mr, Duncan 
took hold of them, have been nolf-sup- 
porting. Jlore, thoy are a vigorous, in- 
dustrial communily. Their trade is now 
a matter of some consequence. During 
tho lust five years we have spent a good 
deal of money on thom, it is true, in the 
shape of gunboat visitations and en- 
deavors to convinon them that the whole 
site of (be village that they created on a 
swamp is not theira. But wo need not 
expect to awaken gratitude or trust by 
auoh. expenditures, I submit that a sym- 
pathotio and conciliatory policy ia prefer- 
able to a policy of coercion. The eaaonco 
of such a jiolicy would conaist, first, in 
admittinf^ that such a coniinunity has au 
itidefeaaiblu right to the site of its own 
village; secondly, that inasmuoh as tho 
community of Metlakahtla, like every 
other primitive' people, believes in com- 
mercial ownership of the land, wo should 
not (juarrel with their convictions on tho 
tnuttjr. I do not much caro whether the 
two acres bo given to thom of right or aa 
a coiicosainn; but I am quite clear that 
they should have them. 

JCveryonu knows that there aro ecclesi- 
astical diapiitoi tlmt enibittor thia niatter, 
1 wish to utiier clear of lliese, for if we get 
into tliein tliero ia no .laying when the 
discussion will end. I plead merely for 
generous consideration for a community 
that has been one of our boasts at home 
and- abroad, and for a mian from whom 
we might learn lossnna witli regard to the 
methods of raising Indiana out of the conr 
dition of noniada, aavaf^es or paupers, to a 
high level of Chriatiaii civilizition, tho'r 
maidens "aa modeat and aa woll dressed 
aa any clergyman's daughter in an Eng- 
lish ]i:iribl)," to uae Lord QufTeriu's 
language abi;Ut them, after ho had visited 
tho village ami inspected the achoola. 
Shame on ua if we have nothing to offer 
to such a man and such a commu- 
nity but gunboats and top-lofty talk about 
tho fee simple in all tho land residing in- 
tho Queen. 

I trust thrit tho Doiiartniont of Indian 
Affairs, whicli ia fully seized of all the 
facts (if the case, will act wisely, and, I 
hope I m.iy bo pardoned for adding,, be- 
fore it is "too late."

Sunday School Address. 

The followingdiscourao was addressed by 
W, K. BuUou Sunday last tiWho children 
of the Sunday school of Christ Church 
Cathedral : 

My Deak CiiiLDitUN: — You havo often 
had different portions ' of the Bible 
brought under your notice at theao Sun- 
day school teachings, I purpose ou this 
occasion to address n few words to you 
upon that portion of it known as the 
Now Testament, not upon any particular 
part, but with referencb to t'lo whole 
Book, and iu so doing I shall use such 
simple language that the youngest of you 
may understand what I am saying.' I 
begin by obsorving that tho Now Testa- 
ment is tho moat romarkitble, the most 
important, and tho most valuable Book 
that ever was written, inaamuch aa it ia 
that sacred vcdumo 'from which wo de- 
rive our Christian religion. It consists as 
you know of the four Gospels, written by 
St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. Lwke; and 
St. John; followed by tho Acts, of the 
Apostles, various epistloa from St. Potor, 
St. Paul, and others, concluding with tho 
Revelations of St, John the Divine. In 
the opening pages of this New Teutamcnt 
there is made known, that the Messiah 
whom tho Jewish" people had been' long 
expecting, had now como into' the wOrld; 
and in St. Luke's Gospel we havo this 
interesting account of his having como, 
viz.; That an Angel of tho Lord had 
proclaimed, "Behold I bring you good 
tidings of groat joy, for unto you is born 
this day, in the city of David, a Saviour 
who is Ohrist the Lord;" upon which un- 
nounceniont tliere aliddonly appeared with 
tho Angel a inultitudo of rho heavenly 
host, praising Ood, and aayiiig, "O'ory to 
(5od in tho highest, poaco on earth, good 
will towards men." Now, when wo read 
thia marvellous announcement of so glor- 
ious a being having come into the world, 
what more natural than that wo ahoiild 
bo iookiiigto find what, took place from hia 
having come. But if this uiinouuceineiit 
was all tho information w'u had upon the 
subject, — that, and nothing more, — but if 
wo wore told, that in some place in the 
world, there was a book published giving 
a full account of i"-, how anxious wo 
should be to get a sight of thut buok, and 
how many a weary mile wc would travel 
to obtain it. Happily, in this New Tes- 
tament we havo that Hook, in which we 
learn that this child when lie grow up to 
man's o.itato, "went about doing good, 
performing wonderful miracles, healing 
tha sick, giving sight to the blind, hear- 
ing to tho deaf, and even restoring the 
dead to life, — addrossing vast multitude.?, 
and in His toachiiiga speaking to tliem as 
man never before spake. Now, tho Al- 
mighty had an object in view and a 
purpose to accomplish in aehding thia 
glorious being into thia world, whom He 
was pleased to call His Son, and it was, 
that through Him, Ood should bo made 
more known to the children of mon than 
hitherto revealed in the Old Testament; 
bat more especially was it for the purpose 
of making more known that when life in 
this world was ended there would hu a life 
in tho world ta come , nnd that our hap 
piness, or otherwise, in that world would 
depend upon how we had behaved in this 
world. 

In the Old Teatament very little, if 
anything, is said respecting tho resurrec- 
tion or a life in the world 1 1 como, and 
many of tho .lows did not bolieve in it; 
but when tho S.;viour cap-e nil theae 
doubts were swept away, fur it .was Uia 
special mission to proclaim it, and in the 
very early part of His teachings, you will 
find oft and repeated mention of tho 
Kingdom of Heaven, and tho Kingdom 
of God, with intimations that those who 
follow the Saviour's teachings and v/ho 
are influenced by Uis Qsarople wili enter 
therein. 

The world had only an imperfect know- 
ledge of Ood and Heaven before tho 
Saviour cams upon earth; but when Ho 
came, Hia toachinga were as a light from 
Hoiiren, and for tho first time wo wore 
told to regard the Almighty as our Hea- 
venly Father, and aa you ail know the 
Lord's Prayer begins with "Our Father, 
whioh art in Heaven, hallowed bo Thy 
natao." 

Tho object and purpose thou of this New 
Testament was to iuforw ns that it pleaaeil 
God some 1800 years ago to send a heaveu- 
ly moBHongor into this world in the iierson 
of hia son. our Saviour, to oiilightou and iu- 
struot us, of whioh this New Testament is a 
faithful roconl, and for lis "to read, mark, 
learn and inwardly digest." 

Well, now it was a great innttor, and very 
Important that we should have hiul preser- 
ved to ns sneh iin excellent account of what 
tho Saviour said and did, when njion earth ; 
Rudiii St. Luke's gospol wo learu how it 
camo to pass that we aro so much inform- 
ed: it nppeors that tho Saviour at the close 
of his ministry told his disciples that after 
his death, the Holy Ghost the oomfortor 
whom God would send, would bring to 
thoir romombrance nil tho things which ho 
had said to them, and no right miiuiod per- 
son reading tho four gospels but must bo 
impressed with tha feeling that tho variou.s 
writers of these goapols must have beou re- 
freshed by this remembrance promised by 
the Saviour, and moreover were assisted by 
heavenly inspiration, Vi'eU now, it was 
equally important that this New Tostamout 
which contains much information that.cou - 
cerusjiB all so intimatelyt abould be so 
written as to ba generally i^nderatood, and 
it is put before us in 6uoh simplb language 
that eyon youug children on reading it can 
^luderstaud it, certainly so far us tho four 
gospels aru coueerueil while other ])ortiouK 
ol the New To-staiueut, you will better un- 
dorstand as you grow older. But there is 
one part iu particular in this Now Testa- 
ment that I wish to bring under yonr 
notice, fcir it speaks of the Saviour's love 
ofchililreu. In this Now Testament it ia 
recorded that whenever tho Saviour took 
hi« walks abroad,; yftst-maltitudeB Rooked: 
aroiind him. Amongst those niembcfs,'there' 
were mothers and their children, nnd somo 
of those mothers were so impressed with 
bis, kindness that they wished him to tnko 
t^oir children i« his arms, but his discipieSi 
tbinki,ug that perhaps tho Suviour would 
not like to bo troubled w:ith children, told 
those mothers to take the children luvay. 
But when tho Savior aaw this He rebuk- 
ed Uis diaciploa and anid "let tho lit le 
childron como uistp me, and forbid them 
not, for of such is the" Kingdom of 
floaven," Doubtlesa thoro passed through 
His mind aa Ho thus spake, tho simplicity, 
the innocence, and the love one oUoii aces 
in young children, and J can very well 
uudtrslaiid. His aio'iking as Ho did, for 
of aU thisiKn intorosting and lovoablo in 
thia world there ia nothing more so than 
good and well beliaved chiltV In the 
immodiato roaidenco in which \ live there 
aro several famil!^3s of good and well ho- 
havod chilclren, and it duos my haart 
good Ur see ihotn, for good children make 
good broll\ers ai\d good sisters, B.nd ob 
they grow np good fathers nnd good 
mothei'a, good mon and good women. Tho 
Saviour was remarkable for his wisdom, 
^l8 power, nnd Hia luvo. His wisdom was 
ahov/n in the oxcellenco of His teaohings, 
for as the Son of God He received His 
inspiration direct from His Heavenly 
Fiither. I ahall now alludo to one especial 
iuciduiit in His career upon earth, show- 
ing His power aa well as His love. It 
v(&a u^pn^lhat occasion wheu tjntering

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some village He met a number of people 
taking out to be buried the only son of 
somo poor wimian, and alio was a widow, 
and much people it is said were with her, 
as if, I suppose, to sharo her grief.

Thoro is groat iiU'oronco between 
you andjino. You are just entering life — I 
at iny advanced ugu shall soon havo to 
leave it. I therefore felt desirous of do- 
ing some good while tho opportunity of- 
fered, in speaking of tho solemn truths 
contained in this gospel. 

My parting worda :u'e the desire that 
you cherish this New Testament aa a 
sacred treasure, for it contains the teach- 
ings of One of whom God,8aid,; *'Thia is 
my Beloved Son in whom I am woll 
pleased," and inatructiona from Oiio, who 
when ou earth, said of himself, '"I am the 
light, the way, and the truth," and which 
the experience of 1800 years, has abun- 
dantly dbnfirihed. " / •
